Agnosticism is the Greek word for 
ignorance. Thomas Huxley, the father 
of agnosticism, admitted this, and) 
said he did not use the Latin word for 
agnosticism because it was ignoramus. 
They say they do not believe in God, | 
because they cannot see Him. Well, 
that is not God’s fault. It is the fault 
of their spiritual blindness. There are 
some color-blind men who cannot see 
green. That does not prove that there 
is no such color as green. The great- 
est things in the world have never 
been seen. The agnostic has never 
seen love, mind, justice, faith, sym- 
pathy, radio ether, electric current, 
memory, enthusiasm, energy or loy- 
alty, and yet he believes in all of 
these unseen things. Has it ever 
occurred to him that the only worth- 
while things; the only eternal things, 
are those we cannot see? We believ- 
ers glory in the assurance of a God 
so great that He cannot be grasped, 
fathomed, or limited by man’s little 
intellect. We believe in a heaven so 
glorious that “eye hath not seen nor 
ear heard, neither hath it entered into 
the heart of man to conceive its 
glory.” You may remember the story 
of the old lady who séoffed at one of 
Turner’s great sunset scenes and said 
to the artist, “I never saw colors like 
that in any of Nature’s sunsets.” 
Turner gently replied, “Ah! madam, 
maybe you didn’t, but don’t you wish 
you could?” 

If the agnostic cannot believe in God 
and the soul, or an immortal here- 
after, and has nothing to substitute 
for them, why does he try to tear the 
hope and happiness out of the hearts 
of us believers? Is it because Misery 
loves company?

This trend of scientific thought has 
been marked in recent years, but rare- 
ly has it found fuller expression than 
it did a few weeks ago in a radio 
broadcast in England and the United 
States by Sir Arthur Eddington, “the 
British Einstein.” Millions of listeners 
heard it and were impressed. In an 
age of doubt and disillusionment, Sir 
Arthur’s words were as refreshing as 
showers in a season of drought. 

He said: 

“When from the human 
the cry goes up, ‘What is it all 
about?’ it is no true answer to 
look only at that part of experi- 
ence which comes to us through 
certain sensory organs and reply, 
‘It is about atoms and chaos; it is 
about a universe of fiery globes 
moving on to impending doom; it 
is about non-computed algebra.’ 

“Rather, it is about a spirit in 
which the truth has its shrine, 
with potentialities of self-fulfill- 
ment in its response to beauty 
and right. 

“The spiritual element in our 
experience is the CREATIVE ele- 
ment. Reasoning is our great ally 
in the quest for truth, reason- 
ing can only start from premises. 
At the beginning of the argument 
we must always come back to our 
innate convictions. There are 
such convictions at the base, even 
of physical science.

But that 
time is now past. It is towards even- 
ing and the day is far spent. An uni- 
versal overpowering estrangement 
from the Church has seized upon the 
nations and their rulers. The founda- 
tions of Christendom—not of the 
Church—are disappearing, and modern 
legislation has removed itself from 
the basis of revealed truth to the state 
of natural society. What then is our 
duty 7—not to lament the past nor to 
dream of the future, but to accept the 
present. Dreams and lamentations 
weaken the sinews of action; and it 
‘is by action alone that the state of the 
world can be maintained. We. must 
learn the duty and the necessity of 
seeing things as they are, in their 
jexact and naked truth. “To see not 
-what exists, but what we wish, to in- 
dulge complacently in illusions about 
facts, as if facts would with equal 
complacency take the form we desire” 
{(Guizot), is the source of a fatal 
weakness, and a still more fatal inca- 
‘pacity to cope with real and instant 
\difficuities. The hand has moved on- 
‘ward upon the dial, and all our mis- 
lealculations and regrets will not stay 
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pass when entering and leaving the Vatican City. 
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prejudice, most of the religious 
denominations, which have felt obliged 
to hold to the old truths, would be 
coming over to the Catholic Church in 
a body. We have repeatedly quoted 
instances of the most spiritual clergy- 
men speaking at a religions confer- 
ence or convention of their respective 
denominations defending the Catholic 
viewpoint in matters which are very 
essential. 


But the greatest surprise which has 
come to us during the last few weeks 
has been the utterance of a German 
Protestant professor and editor. He 
believes that the High Church group 
in Germany, which is growing stead- 
ily, should unite with Rome. 


“We must openly confess that, in- 
deed, we stand much nearer to the 
Roman Church than to a Protestant- 
ism which denies the incarnation of 
the Son of God, the divine origin of 
the Church and the true presence of 
Christ in the Sacrament 

“And we should betray the form of 
our confession if we were not to seek 
unity and peace with the greatest 
Christian Church, that Church which, 
as it is, is the model of all the Occi- 
dental churches and, in spite of all 
phenomena of degeneration, remained 
a home for a living faith in Christ and 
true endeavor for saintliness.” 

What was an impossible thing as 
late as half a generation ago, has now 
bécome a fact by these words. They 
have just been written by a Protestant, 
and for Protestants, in the heart of 
Protestant Germany. Moreover, they 
meet with the approval of distinguish- 
ed adherents of the Protestant faith. 

The confession quoted above was re- 
cently published in the Protestant 
organ, Die Hochkirche (High Church), 
which is under the editorial direction 
of Dr. Frederic Heiler, the Protestant

“airship” and his actual experiments 


in flying, Gusmao ts recognized as one 
of the first aeronauts.

Gusmao was a Brazilian. He was 
born in Santos, in 1685 and died in 
Toledo, Spain, in 1724. Father Lana 
was member of a noble Italian family.

While reviewing the outstanding 
contributions made to science and in- 
ventions by the Catholic clergy down 
through the ages one cannot overlook 
the great achievements of the Catholic 
laity in the fields of science. 

Prominent of course is Marconi and 
the wireless. But of great prominence 
also was George Agricola, a German 
Catholic scholar and scientist. Agri 
cola is justly accorded the recognition 
as the “Father of Mineralogy. is 
most important work, De Re Metallica, 
dealing with mining, metallurgy and 
geology, has been translated into 
English by President and Mrs. Her 
bert Hoover, appearing in a valuable 
de luxe edition. Besides his De Re 
Metallica, which remained the guide 
of miners and metallurgists for nearly 
two hundred years, Agricola produced 


another work equally important, De 
Naturo Fossilium, on mineralogy; 
while the extent and intensity of his 
labors is attested by numerous other 


writings on mining and geology. Agr'- 
cola was born at Clauchau, Saxony, in 
1494, and died atg@ihemnitz in 1555 
Jean Bertrand Wpoucault is recog- 
nized as among the greatest of mod- 


ern mechanicians, and to him we owe 
numerous inventions and appliances 


now deemed indispensable in the 
study of astronomy and physics, as 
well as a number of original contribu- 
tions to the study of light, electricity 
and mechanics 

Among his inventions are the gyro- 
scope an wwmgenious instrument te 
show the rotation of the earth on its 
axis; the Foucault pendulum, with a 
similar purpose; the heliostat, tix 
siderostat, the automatic electric are 
lamp, and others 

Born in poor circumstances, Fou- 


cault received his early education at 
home and never had the advantage of 
elementary mathematics and scientific 
training, making up for this deficiency 
by his own invention and experiment. 
Foucault was born in Paris in 1810, 
land died there in 1868

Physicist of the early seventeenth cen- 
tury, rests principally on his epoch 
imaking invention of the barometer, 
one of the most important instruments 
utilized today in physics and chemis 
ry.

One of the hopeful signs of the times is that, along with

- towards the acknowledgement of the fundamentals of religion 
on the part of the scientists and thinkers. 

In a recent article written for the NEW YORK TIMES, 
Gilbert K. Chesterton, defending the thesis that “religion is 
gurviving because nothing else can survive,’ quoted eminent 
stientists like Dr. Robert Millikan, and Sir Arthur Edding- 
ton, and Dr. Whitney as defending substantially the idea 
contained in his thesis.
